From all over the world struggling to rise from the ruin of war come heart-warming 
words—of eagerness to possess and read the Bible and gratitude 
for copies made available. Space permits the inclusion here of 
only a few, taken from the Society's mounting correspondence 


Bishop Carleton Lacy, in a letter written from 
Foochow last spring, writes: 


Along the journey through Fukien and Chekiang we 
passed thousands of the soldiers of China’s Youth Army 
being transferred to new posts. They were a splendid 
bunch of young men, many of them from our church 
schools. They said the people everywhere treated them 

cordially, and the citizens in turn testified to the good 
behavior of the students. In the cities where they rested 
they crowded the little bookstores with an eagerness 
that made the heart warm. What an opportunity they 
offer for the distribution of New Testaments! 

Here in Foochow the Scriptures are selling like hot 
cakes. Mr. Liu, manager of the Bible Depot, told me 
that in the month past he has.sold over (Chinese cur- 
rency) $400,000 worth of Bibles and Testaments. And 
Mrs. Cole writes me from Sienyu that an entire large 
shipment of Bibles received from Shanghai was sold 
within two weeks. Our Christian group is eager to 
open a Christian reading room in this large student 
center, but the price of books is terrific now and we have 
not yet found the money with which to begin. 


Chaplain Clarence W. Canafax, attached to the 
American Headquarters in Germany, writes in 
June: 


It may interest you to know that I have personally 
distributed several thousand Bibles and Testaments 
among churches, youth organizations and individuals 
in the Frankfurt area. Recently, at the meeting of the 
Southwest German Annual Conference of the German 
Methodist Church, the ministers took with them more 
than 1,500 Bibles and Testaments. One of the greatest 
methods of helping these people to understand our 
country is through the presentation of a Bible. I have 
never yet had one to refuse, and all seem anxious to 
have the Bible. 


In a letter to his mother in San Francisco, 
Chaplain Arthur G. Heath writes from Nagoya,

The following is the impression I received after visit- 
ing Tokyo. Religious work is hampered by a lack of 
paper and printing facilities. This means that Bibles, 
hymn books and other materials are practically not in 
existence. There are no means of producing here. How- 
ever, the American Bible Society has promised to print 
quantities of Bibles and Testaments in America and 
ship them over. The American Bible Society has done a 
magnificent job during this war in supplying Bibles,

Testaments and Gospel portions to American chaplains 
and groups. Our churches should be proud of the 
American Bible Society and should give it full sup- 
port. Their work has been high-grade, on time and in 
adequate quantity. The Japanese people seem to be 
taking a new interest in Christianity. I think we are 
facing a new era of Christian expansion if we are alert 
to our opportunities. However, the Japanese people 
are prostrate from the war. 

A high percentage of the church buildings have been 
completely destroyed. Most of the congregations have 
been scattered. People’s homes have gone up in smoke. 
Christian pastors have likewise been scattered. If these 
opportunities are to be seized as the American Bible 
Society is seizing them, the foreign boards of the 
churches must respond, and that right soon. Meantime 
the Buddhists are making extensive propaganda for 
Buddhism.

The entire cost involved in this emergency supply of 
Scriptures for Japan is estimated at $650,000, to be 
charged against the Society’s Postwar Emergency Fund.

Helping the Germans to Help Themselves 


The American Bible Society has been freely furnishing Germans with Scriptures 
since the war began. The Society’s Treasurer here tells how a new 


and more constructive kind of help is now being given

n Aucust first the long-expected letter from 
Dr. Hans Lilje arrived at the Bible House in 
New York. As Acting Chairman of the Special 
Bible Committee appointed by the Council of the 
Evangelical Church in Germany (““EKID”’), Dr. 
Lilje requested the American Bible Society to 
supply the following materials, so that 1,000,000 
German Bibles can be produced in Germany un- 
der his supervision, the cost of the printing plates 
and of the printing, binding and distribution of the 
1,000,000 Bibles to be financed by his Committee. 
This statement contains ezghteen different items 
that will be needed and gives the quantities and 
specifications in the metric system of measures and 
weights. ‘These may be summarized in yards and 
pounds, with our estimate of the present cost of 
each item, as follows:

The total cost of these eighteen items asked for 
will be about $250,000, or 25¢ for each of the 
1,000,000 Bibles. It will probably cost about $25,- 
000 more to pack, insure and forward these ma- 
terials to their destination. All of these items are 
to be an outright gift from the American Bible 
Society, but the cost of supplying the printing 
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plates and of printing, binding, shipping and 
distributing the books will be financed by the 
special Bible Committee of the Evangelical 
Church in Germany. 

Since December 7, 1941 the American Bible So- 
ciety has issued or ordered printed in German in 
the United States 484,380 Bibles, 1,864,948 ‘Testa- 
ments and 2,653,617 Portions. Many of these 
went to German prisoners of war but since the 
close of the war large quantities have gone to Ger- 
many. These books have been very well received 
and have played an important part in uniting 
Christians in Germany with their brethren in the 
United States. Now, however, the American Bible 
Society is asked by the Bible Committee of the 
Evangelical Church to help produce 1,000,000 
Bibles in Germany, thereby giving employment in

the American and British zones to many German 
printing and binding establishments and_ their 
workers. ‘This gift will help the German Christians 
to help themselves. It represents a new phase in 
the postwar work of the Society for the German 
people. In the Russian zone of Germany those 
who wish to eat can secure jobs by becoming Com- 
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munists. The gift of these eighteen material things 
to Dr. Lilje’s Committee will be a magnificent 
example of Christian cooperation in our troubled 
postwar world; for we know that ‘‘man shall not 
live by bread alone, but by every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God.”’ The need for 
these books in Germany is very great. Dr. Lilje 


said, ““We need the printed Bible, ana we can 
guarantee that if these people get hold of a copy 
they will read and even study it.’ These Scriptures 
supplied by the cooperation of American and 
German Christians will help both to share in the 
promise of Our Lord, “Blessed are they that hear 
the word of God, and keep it.” 


CoA Highway Shall Be There’’ 


The Secretary of the Rocky Mountain District tells how the Society maintains its prime 
resbonsibility in meeting the current needs of the nation’s life

“GOVERNOR Visits NEw Ot: Fievp.’’—This 
headline told the story of Colorado’s Chief Execu- 
tive’s visit to the ‘‘Rangely”’ oil field in the north- 
west corner of the State. Glancing through the 
story, the reader’s eye catches the familiar phrases 
—“‘largest new field in the country”’; ‘‘hidden in 
mountain vastness’; ‘“‘removed from railroad or 
highway”’; “‘population zoomed-from three fami- 
lies to 3,000 people’; ‘‘planes land on Main 
Street’’; ““‘boom town”’; “inflationary prices.” The 
object of the Governor’s visit was to study plans 
for a highway opening the territory. “‘And a high- 
way shall be there. . .” (Isaiah 35:8.) 

It is pleasant to report that, long before the ar- 
rival of the Governor, religious forces were alert to 
the needs of this new area. In fact, the day before 
the Governor’s arrival, representatives of the 
American Bible Society, working in cooperation 
with local church groups, completed an intensive 
campaign of personal work, reaching as far as 
possible every family in the mushrooming area. 

To understand some of the difficulties involved 
we must go back to the District Secretary’s visit 
six months earlier. His impressions were vivid. It 
took nearly five hours to drive the last fifty miles of 
the trip. (Roads have improved since then.) The 
first view of the village was an abrupt one from a 


high hill. Unlike most Rocky Mountain areas 
this broad, dry valley of the White River was bar- 
ren of trees. ‘The “dome” where drilling was pro- 
ceeding was beyond the river and elevated some- 
what above the town. Rangely itself was reminis- 
cent of pictures of bombed villages rather than 
of one under construction. Building materials 
were scattered everywhere. Nothing seemed sta- 
ble, solid, completed; everything was in a “‘fluid”’ 
state. Many of the people lived in the same state 
of instability. How else explain the large num- 
ber of thriving saloons? 

No one goes to a boom town to put something 
into it; only to take something out: money! ‘Thus, 
on the average, no more was put into a building 
than was necessary to shelter its equipment. 
Homes ranged from a few frame structures to 
trailers, tents, discarded street cars and even dug- 
outs. Land and living space were at a premium. 
‘There were shortages in water and milk. Drinking 
water was hauled in by truck and rationed. 

Did we say that “no one” goes to a boom town 
to put something into 1t?—We were wrong. ‘Two 
groups have brought in the Water of Life that 
quenches soul-deep thirst. During experimental 
drilling days an alert missionary pastor began the 
first church in Rangely. It now has a substantial 
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frame building and is served by Rev. C. H. Ewing. 
High prices and low financial support have not de- 
terred this pastor. He has installed a “self-help” 
laundry to support his family so he can continue 
his spiritual work. The other church, outgrowth 
of a community Sunday school, has just completed 
a new frame church building to supplant the tent 
in which it began. It is served by a home mission- 
ary, Rev. Forrest Wyman, who is on leave from 
other work to carry on in this important new field. 
The work of these two consecrated men is a 
crusade against the wickedness which always fol- 
lows discoveries of wealth-producing minerals. 

‘““Where could the American Bible Society help, 
beyond providing Scriptures for the churches 
themselves?” —The answer to that was easy for 
these two hard-working men of God. It was 
“Reach those we cannot with God’s Word; touch 
every person in this field with the Word of Life.” 
So, working together, plans were drawn up for a 
personal visitation. ‘To emphasize the work a plan 
of daily reading of the Scriptures was undertaken 
by the churches. Every member was invited to 
join in this regular reading program and to pray 
for a deepening of the spiritual life of all. 

The success or failure of personal calling de- 
pends largely upon the persons who go from door 
to door. In Rangely and its outlying settlements 
the one who was asked to lead off in this was a 
consecrated layman, giving himself to a work he 
loves, Mr. E. C. Meisner. He is a retired cabinet 
maker, who reminds us of Paul. His life work, like 
Paul’s tent-making, seemed merely a job enabling 
him to carry on God’s work as his real vocation. 
“Could he go?” —It was like ringing a bell in front 
of a fire horse. The one reservation he made was 
that he would be paid only the expenses of his trip. 
He had acquired a trailer, so he could move to any 
needy spot; and Rangely was that spot for the 
time being. (As we can afford it, Mr. Meisner will 
continue his missionary work for us in the back 
mountain areas, where the Bible seldom reaches.) 

Mr. Meisner, accompanied part of the time by a 
friend, Mr. Forest Doner, sought to touch every 
soul in Rangely with the message of God’s love. 
No one was slighted. Reading lists, with Gospel 
portions for those who needed them, were left at 
every place of residence, whether house, trailer, 
tent or dugout. Even the proprietors of saloons 
were not ignored in their purposeful calls. Fami- 
lies were asked about their Bibles and opportuni- 
ties given to secure them. Parents were urged to 
put their children in the Sunday schools. Nearly 
2,800 calls were made. 

The results?>—Who can measure them?

For the most part the callers were received with 
real kindness, indicating that they were appre- 
ciated. No one discounted the value of what he 
was asked to do. A bartender said honestly, as he 
fingered a Gospel portion, “‘Yes, we seriously need 
this.”? Some months before, a disheartened store- 
keeper wisely said, when drunks tore up his place, 
‘“‘Only religion can stop that.” 

Mr. Meisner reports: ““‘Down along the river 
bank a man crawled out of a dugout. Its entrance 
looked almost like a coyote den. I explained to 
him why I was there. He asked for a Gospel of 
John. He took it, went over and sat under a tree. 
When I came back two hours later he was still 
reading. He had finished four chapters even 
though reading was obviously difficult for him.” 

The turnover of population in such an area is 
great. People who were looked on as permanent 
sometimes leave over night. New faces take their 
place. ‘The work at Rangely is a continuing one, 
and we intend to return again and again as long as 
there is need for help. 

There were no headlines announcing, ‘“The 
American Bible Society Visits Rangely.’’ But there 
is a “highway” out at Rangely. Not the one the 
Governor went to survey, but a “highway” point- 
ed out to several thousand people. If the soul of 
the area was as brightened as was the countenance 
of Mr. Meisner when he returned (and we believe 
it was), then our “‘visit”” was profitable. 
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“And Some Fell....”’ 


The fighting has ceased but the need for the Scriptures continues. A college president in Cuba 
with skillful devotion reconverts with war surplus—Bibles and Testaments

NE of the principal outposts in the Caribbean 
defense area during the recent war was the 
Army Air Base at Batista Field near San Antonio 
de los Bafios, Province of Havana, Cuba. It was 
constructed in 1942 under a treaty of June 19 of 
that year. In accordance with one of the provi- 
sions of that treaty the base was returned to the 
Cuban government on May 20 of this year 1946. 
This date was chosen because of its significance in 
the history of both nations: to Cuba because on 
that date in 1902 the republic was established; to 
the United States because on that same day Amer- 
ican forces left the Island in fulfilment of the Teller 
amendment to the declaration of war against 
Spain in 1898, which promised to an unbelieving 
world that the United States had no intention of 
exercising sovereignty over the Island. 

In the absence of a Protestant chaplain, it was 
my pleasure to conduct the Protestant services at 
Batista Field during the last eight months of the 
base’s existence. This experience will always stand 
out as a rare privilege. I was very sorry to have 
it end, although I was happy to see my country 
fulfill another promise it had made; yet the closing 
of the base opened up the way to another oppor- 
tunity that I had not expected. Some six hundred 
Bibles and New Testaments of the number pro- 
vided by the Government, the Gideons and the 
American Bible Society remained in the chapel. 
Through the graciousness of the Catholic chap- 
lain, Captain James F’. Normile, these were turned 
over to me to use as I should see fit. Here is the 
account of my stewardship: 

One hundred twenty-five to Adjutant Eliseo Steven, 
acting Divisional Commander of the Salvation Army 
in Cuba, for the use of his associates. About half the 
number have already been placed in the hands of the 
Army’s workers among the Jamaican laborers at the 
Baragua and Miranda sugar mills in the Province of 
Camagiiey. 

Twenty to Captain J. Rios of the Salvation Army, to 
be used among the prisoners in Principe Castle, where 
he conducts services once each week. 

Fifty New Testaments and ten Bibles to Rev. Paul Wil- 
son, who is working in Havana among the Jewish refugees. 

Forty to the Baptist Church in Havana for use among 
English-speaking students in the Colegio Bautista. 
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Fifty to Rev. Irving L. Smith, pastor of the English 
congregation of the Central Methodist Church in 
Havana. 

Forty to Sefior Francisco Villafafie, superintendent 
of the Sunday school at the Church of God in Reparto 
Almendares, Marianao, Cuba. 

Thirty to Rev. John E. Stroud, Methodist missionary 
in the Province of Oriente, Cuba. 

Twenty to Rev. Hornan Iglesias, pastor of the Uni- 
versity Methodist Church in Havana. 

Twenty to Roberto Rubio, a Methodist seminary 
student who was planning to use them in his work in 
the interior of Cuba during the summer just passed. 

Twenty to Carlos Gonzalez, another seminary stu- 
dent with similar plans. 

Twenty-five to Dr. H. B. Bardwell, President of 
Candler College, Marianao, Cuba, and pastor of Le- 
land Memorial Methodist Church in the college chapel. 

Twenty-three to my wife, Mrs. Roberta Day Corbitt, 
for distribution to the members of her graduating class 
in Commercial English in Candler College, plus two for 
adult students in a private English class. 

Ten to Sefor Juan Montes de Oca, teacher in Can- 
dler College, for use among students. 

Two to Sefior Carlos Vidal, a member of Mrs. Cor- 
bitt’s English class, who wanted them for two friends 
he had interested in the Church. 

One to Arturo Mejuto, another Cuban boy, who has 
recently become interested. 

One to an aged Chinaman in the home for such men 
maintained by Cuba’s Chinese colony. This man had 
spent twenty-five years in the United States, where he 
was a regular attendant at Sunday school. 

There still remain about one hundred and twenty- 
five New Testaments in my hands and I am looking for- 
ward to the joy of finding places where they will be of 
service to the Master.

Bee Epwin H. Hucuss tells of a conversation which 
he had with the late James W. Bashford, long a 
bishop in China. 

A Chinese teacher said to Bishop Bashford that the 
missionaries were responsible for the Boxer rebellion. 
The Bishop withstood the charge and said, ‘““No! No! 
We missionaries make it a rule never to interfere with 
the political side of the nation’s life.” “That is true,” 
retorted the Chinese teacher, “but you bring with you 
a Book that contains dynamite.” 
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The power permeates. It is not unreasonable to ex- 
pect that by the end of another two decades the Ameri- 
can Bible Society will be distributing in Latin America 
as many Scripture volumes as are now distributed by 
the Society throughout the whole world. The past year 


has surpassed all previous years in the circulation of the — 


Word of God in Mexico, in spite of persecution, some- 
times bitter. A few South American countries report the 
same. Brazil is crying for three times the annual supply 
of Scriptures now being received. 

The power persists. In Syria and Lebanon, an in- 
creased circulation of 47% last year—in spite of short- 
ages and Jewish-Arab violence. The termination of 
hostilities in Manchukuo revealed the Bible Society of- 
fice in Mukden as still operating, with the Secretary 
actively at work. 

The power produces. From Canton, China comes 
the earnest prayer that God will enable the Christians 
and churches to see that the most effective and far- 
reaching method in Christianizing China today is to 
have a strong host of specially selected and trained 
Bible colporteurs; and all this, and more too, is in addi- 
tion to the million of Bibles for Germany, and the two 
million New Testaments for Japan.

The visitor to Glen Ridge is amazed at the 
beehive of activity always going on in the build- 
ing, which serves many areas of community in- 
terest—concerts, lectures, social events, exhibits 
—in addition to the regular stated meetings of 
the club through the activities of its various 
committees. 
: Such a visitor might be even more amazed to 
Mrs. William A. learn that this club has a “Bible Department.” 
Little Invariably the question is raised: ‘‘How does it 
happen that a women’s club has a Bible department?” This question 
comes from many sources—from newcomers to the club and to the 
borough, and even from church members. The question is best 
answered by asking a few other questions: Why do children have 
parents? Why do trees and flowers have roots?—Children do not 
choose whom they will have for parents, but are chosen by them, and 
reared in affection and intelligence by them, to be good citizens. 
Trees and flowers do not of themselves choose to grow, but are 
brought forth by the great Creator, and Mother Earth, by whom 
they are nourished into abundant foliage and fruitage for the delight 
of mankind. 

Likewise the Glen Ridge Women’s Club did not choose the Bible 
Department; the Bible Department chose the club, long years ago, 
even before the turn of the century, when a small group of women 
known as the Glen Ridge Book Club met together for book reading. 
Later they were known as the Bible Study Group and met in the 
mornings at the home of Mrs. Charles Dodd, the first president of 
the club. There were few at first, and then the wonder grew “in 
wisdom and stature,’ forming a spiritual corner stone for the future 
club. To three of these women—Mrs. Dodd, Mrs. John Webb, and 
Mrs. George Bliss—we are indebted for the idea of the club. In 1905 
they determined and initiated the early departments: Art, Nature 
Study, Child Welfare, Music, History and Literature, as well as the 
Bible Department under the direction of Mrs. Webb. That was the 
solid foundation upon which we built our house. Could there be a 
more justifiable reason for perpetuating the Bible Department? 

The present efficient chairman of the Bible Department, Mrs. 
John A. Cairns, carries on through interesting programs the splendid 
traditions that the early Bible Study Group started. 

The Bible Department is our parent, our source of being and the 
fountain of our strength. This small group of Christian women, 
meeting at first so many years ago to study the Holy Bible, erected 
unconsciously an altar of faith and courage, whereon we might lay 
our future hopes and ambitions, to await their unfolding and ulti- 
mate achievement, with God’s blessing. Shall we not then look 
back in praise and honor to those far-seeing and discerning women 
who “builded better than they knew”?

Through Lt. Col. V. P. Jaeger of the U. S. 
Army at Seoul, Korea comes this letter from E. T. 
Chung of the Korean Bible Society: 


As it is not yet possible for me to send any mail out- 
side of Korea, I want you to convey my thanks to 
American Bible Society, New York when you write, 
please. 

We cannot find the suitable words to express our 
thanks for the most valuable gift of Korean New Testa- 
ments from American Bible Society. Of their shipment 
of 50,000 copies of it, we have received 3,508 already. 
It is just the gentle pouring of nice rain after many years 
of continual dry weather, or the good supply of precious 
grain to the starving people who could not get any food 
for long while. ‘The hunger and thirst in the Korean 
spiritual life are being recovered gradually. This is the 
most popular edition of the Korean Scriptures and it 
was almost out of stock when we were’ reopening the 
Bible House last October, just after it had been released 
from the Japanese control as enemy property. Since 
that time most of the customers have been looking and 
asking for this important book, and even the orders for 
it from the seventeen prisons in the Southern Korea 
amounted to 85,000 copies. 

We, all the Korean Christians, offer our heartiest 
thanks to the American Bible Society for its esteemed 
gift in this time and for its past gracious work in Korea. 
It is our earnest prayer that the American Bible Society 
will ever be more blessed and also that the New Korea 
will rest on the rock of Bible. 


Pastor Wilhelm Wiswedel writes from Bayreuth: 


We have many people from Russia, Baltic countries, 
Poland, Romania, Hungary and Czechoslovakia. ‘They 
are members of the Baptist and Mennonite Churches. 


They have lost all their belongings and most of them 


are without any Bible or New Testament. The joy was 
great when I got from Chaplain Russ a great number 
of Bibles and distributed them among them. They all 
thank heartily the American Bible Society in New York 
for this God’s gift, and we all are praying that the Lord’s 
blessing would rest on the giver and the readers of God’s 
Word. 

Referring to the gift of Testaments and Gospels made 
to Russia through a representative of the Orthodox 
Church, who visited the Bible House late in 1945 (see 
Bible Society Record, January 1946, p. 10), the following 
cable was received in May from the Patriarch of 
Moscow:

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The forgiving spirit of Christ throbs in a letter 
from the Secretary of the Danish Bible Society to 
Secretary Mann. He writes: 


We thank you so very much for the 10,000 New 
Testaments in German, sent to the Service of Refugees 
in Denmark. And we thank you also for the communi- . 
cation that you are shipping 10,000 more New Testa- 
ments and 10,000 Matthew and 10,000 Luke Gospels, 
also in German, and that it all shall be a gift to us from 
the American Bible Society. 

We can give them food for their bodies, but they have 
also a soul; and, lacking paper, we cannot give them 
more than 35,000 each of the Gospels of Mark and 
John, and 35,000 Acts. 

And how these poor people must need also spiritual 
and Christian-like services, they who have offended the 
whole world and now are imprisoned in special camps 
of several thousand Germans. And here in Denmark 
they will perhaps have to stay one year or more still. 


In response to a gift of Greek Testaments for 
theological students in Greece, Professor Hamilcar 
Alivisatos of the theological faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Athens writes Secretary North: 


I have been informed that the 2,000 copies of the 
New Testament (Nestle’s) have arrived, and after my 
statement it was decided by our faculty that these 
copies will be distributed as follows: 500 copies for the 
School of Theology of the University of Salonica, 30 
copies to each of the seminaries for priests. ‘The rest will 
be distributed to the students of the Theological School 
of the University of Athens. Both the theological facul- 
ty and the church authorities have charged me to 
express to you and to the American Bible Society (a 
part of the letter of the dean of the school, which you 
will receive soon) our deepest gratitude for this great 
spiritual help you gave to our students, at this critical 
moment when there is an absolute lack of textbooks for 
the students. 


Secretary Mortensen, writing to Dr. Darlington 
from Shanghai, quotes from a letter to him from 
Robert W. Porteous, a missionary of the China 
Inland Mission, the following paragraph: 


Here in this city (Nanchang) I had this delightful 
experience, from among the many fine young people 
who came to me for copies of the Word of Life. One 
young scholar came with his fellow student—who 
bought a few New Testaments to give to their friends. 
This fine young fellow desired to buy the most expensive 
Bible I had brought, at $1,400. “I haven’t got the money 
today,” he said, “‘but please keep the Bible for me and 
I'll come for it tomorrow.’? He came O.K., and this is 
what he said as he bought the Bible: “I asked my 
brother to advance the money, and he wouldn’t; so I 
sold my fiddle, which is worth $4,000, for $2,000, in 
order to get this nice Bible.”

He was District Superintendent of the Providence , 


District from 1938 to 1941. He was a member of 
the World Service Commission and the Committee 
on Overseas Relief of the Methodist Church. 

As a Reserve Chaplain Dr. Claypool was called 
to active duty in February, 1941 and served with 
distinction as a chaplain at the Naval Air Station, 
Lakehurst; on board the U.S.S. South Dakota; and 
at the Naval Operating Base, Norfolk. 

Many people will recognize Secretary Claypool 
as the author of ‘“‘God on a Battle Wagon,” a de- 
scription of the life of a chaplain aboard a battleship 
in two major naval engagements. Secretary Clay- 
pool is also the author of “A Hitch in the U.S. 
M.C.,” ‘Berkeley and Wesley”? and many articles 
in the religious press. 

Secretary Claypool will be responsible for de- 
veloping programs and literature designed to en- 
courage the use of the Scriptures. He will serve as 
the Society’s representative to meet with denomi- 
national and interdenominational committees en- 
gaged in this same field.

An officer of the Woman’s Society of Christian 
Service of the Wabash District of the Methodist 
Church writes: 

This enclosed picture is quite interesting to those of 
us who live in Grant County, Indiana. We are now in 
our fourth year of organized work among the migrant 
agriculture workers. They usually arrive early in 
August to work in the tomato crop, but this year many 
came June first to help plant the tomatoes. We have 
been taking ten of the children into the city for daily 


vacation Bible school. We discovered that among the 
workers was a family of four generations, the great- 
grandmother being ninety-six years old. They are 
Christians. In the picture Sefiora Delarosa is holding 
her Bible, which she cherishes. At one service we had a 
worship center with the open Bible on the table. As we 
closed our service, she rose, walked to the table and 
stood facing the Bible. She said something at some 
length, then bowed her head and continued. Our in- 
terpreter said that she had repeated the Twenty-Third 
Psalm and had then prayed. Later the dear soul said 
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to me that she could not understand me, nor could I 
understand her; but that God understood us both and 
loved us. Such faith I have not seen—no, not in my 


- Methodist Church. These folk come from Pharr, Texas 


and seem to be the product of a mission down there. 
This is such wonderfully interesting work that I wish 
more could have the vision of service. 


From Burlington, N.J.:

September Meeting of the Board 


A meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the American Bible Society in its one 
hundred and thirty-first year was held 
at the Bible House, 450 Park Avenue, 
New York 22; N.Y., on Thursday, 
September 5, 1946, at 3:30 p.m. Mr. 
Everett Smith was in the Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted 
by Mr. John Binns. 

The death of Miss Elisabeth B. Cut- 
ting was reported and the following 
Memorial Minute was adopted: 


Elisabeth Brown Cutting 


The Board of Managers of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society records with deep 
sorrow the passing on August 13, 1946 


of Elisabeth Brown Cutting, a devoted 
member of the Board for twenty-one 
years, having been elected in January, 
1925. Miss Cutting’s interest in the 
worldwide wor« of the Society, how- 
ever, began many years earlier, her 
father having served as a Manager 
from 1882 until 1916, when he was 
elected a Vice President. In 1919 he 
was elected the fifteenth President, 
serving until 1924, when he became 
President Emeritus. Through these 
many years she has been constantly in- 
terested in all the work of the Society 
which they both loved. 

From 1907 to 1910 Miss Cutting 
served on the editorial staff of Harper’s 
Bazaar and then became an Associate 
Editor of The North American Review, of 
which she was Managing Editor for six 
years. She was author of “Jefferson 
Davis, Political Soldier,” published in 
1930. Her charitable interests were 
many, one being the nursing branch of 
the American Red Cross. The officers 
and the Board record this minute in 
honor of her memory and with appre- 
ciation of her life-long Christian service. 


Rev. James Vernon Claypool, D.D., 
the new Secretary for Promotion of 
Bible Use, was introduced to the Board. 


Dr. John L. Hill was elected a Vice 
President of the Society. 


The publication of the first Braille 
Concordance of the Bible, in ten vol- 
umes, was announced. 


It was reported that during the first 
six years, July 1, 1940—June 30, 1946, 
the Society distributed by grants and 
sales to the Army, Navy, Merchant 
Marine and to Veterans’ Hospitals a 
total of 468,285 Bibles, 6,114,546 Testa- 
ments, 2,340,524 Portions, or 8,923,355 
volumes. 


Copies of the packet of Worldwide 
Bible Reading material for 1946, en- 
titled ‘““The Word of Power for a Power 
Age,” were presented. 


“One World, One God, One Book”? 
was approved as the theme for World- 
wide Reading for 1947.
